Benefits of a lifestyle of giving: 

1 . It puts material wealth into a biblical perspective 

"Seek first the Kingdom of God and His righteousness and all these things 
will be added to you." Matthew 6:33 

2. It teaches us that giving should not be separated from behavior. 

3. It is a key test of spiritual commitment 

"If you are untrustworthy about worldly wealth, who will trust you with true 
riches of heaven." Luke 16:11 

4. It protects against financial bondage 

"No one can serve two masters. Either he will hate the one and love the 
other or he will be devoted to the one and despise the other - you cannot 
serve both God and money." Luke 16:13 

5. It gives me victory over materialism 

"Instruct those who are rich in this present world not to be conceited. 
Instruct them to do good, to be rich in good work, to be generous. Storing 



up for themselves a treasure of a good foundation for the future so that they 
may take hold of that which is life indeed." 1 Timothy 6: 17-19 

6. It strengthens my faith 

"Bring the whole tithe into the storehouse, that there may be food in my 
house.
